agriculture  waa  revived,  and  order  re-estab. 
liahed  This  period  was  broken  by  the  ar¬ 
rival  of  the  famous  Shepherd  Kings,  but 
whence  they  carat  so  on*  can  readily  de¬ 
termine.  We  know,  however,  that  in  the 
main  they  accepted  the  civilization  which 
they  found.  After  several  hundred  yean 
they  wore  expelled,  a  papyrus  in  the  British 
Museum  telling  os  how  this  was  dons. 
Then  Egypt  had  a  fresh  Theban  revitaL 
W*  ftud  her  laming  the  table*  on  other 
eooutne*,  and  from  having  been  invaded 
beeoming  an  invader.  Her  galley*  were  to 
he  seen  in  the  Mediterranean  and  Red  Sena, 
the  bore*  waa  introduced  with  the'  wa 
chariot,  Asiatic  slave*  were  employed  on 
Government  works,  and  Central  Asia  was 
eonquesud  after  campaigns  begun  by  the 
famous  battle  of  Megnido,  fought  by  Thoth- 
me*  1CL  la  Palestine.  This  is  a  singularly 
interacting  period  in  Egyptian  history,  a*  it 
bring*  before  ns  contemporaneous  allusions 
to  Damascus,  Hamath,  an  “  Og,"  Kiag  of 
Buhes,  and  many  original  names  of  cities 
«*f  Canaan  two  centuries  and  a  half  before 
the  time  of  Joshua.  To  Quote  from  Mr. 
Birch:  “The  arm  of  Egypt  reached  to 
Nineveh.  Babel  brought  tribute  and  hom¬ 
age.  •  •  •  la  the  hymns  or  poems  to 
Tbotbaive,  Phoenicia  and  the  inlands  of  the 
Mediterranean  are  mentioned."  Then 
come*  another  eclipse  in  Egyptian  history, 
with  religious  revolution,  in  which,  under 
Amenophi*  IV.,  the  worship  of  the  Disk 
was  introduced  and  the  old  gods  were  vig¬ 
orously  assailed.  Their  honor,  however, 
was  soon  restored,  for  this  effort  to  stamp 
out  popular  polytheism  and  abolish  all  wor¬ 
ship  except  that  of  the  sun  produced  a  re¬ 
form  which,  lasted  only  one  generation. 
Presently  fresh  invasions  came  from  the 
East,  whereby  the  conquest*  of  Thothmes 
were  lost.  These  were,  nevertheless,  once 
more  regained,  and  indeed  extended  into 
Europe,  by  Berneses  IL,  or  the  Or eat, 
known  to  the  Greeks  ns  Seeostria,  who  is 
believed  te  be  the  Pharaoh  who  first  might¬ 
ily  oppressed  the  children  of  IsmeL— Uood
